AJJ  ANNOTATED  UST  OF  CASES 

THIS  briefly  annotated  list  of  prosecutions  under  war  statutes 
and  cases  of 'mob  violence  due  to  the  war  is  published  as  a 
matter  of  record  for  those  interested.  The  list  does  not  include 
cases  of  enemy  aliens  (except  one  of  mob  yiolence),  spies  or 
violations  of  the  draft  act  by  men  of  military  age,  except  a  few 
cases  under  the  September  12,  1918,  rejgistration  and  the  cases 
carried  to  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  to  te§t  the  constitu- 
tionality of  the  la\y.  Further  informatioM  about  the  more  im- 
portant cases  will  be  furnished  by  the  Bureau  on  request.
